RESIDENTS SUFFER 
CAR PARK MISERY 


S TREETS are being clogged by cars left by 
drivers trying to avoid new controversial 
charges in Stourport, causing misery for resi¬ 
dents. 

Motorists are leaving their cars in Vernon Road, Tan Lane, 
Mitton Gardens and Park Crescent for hours at a time. 

It means residents are unable to park outside their own homes. 

It follows the introduction of a controversial parking charge at the Vale Road 
car park by Wyre Forest District Council earlier this year. 

Residents and traders unsuccessfully protested against the move, saying it 
would cause problems for the town. 

They urged the authority to retain free parking at 
the site. 

Councillor Jim Parish, district and county council 
ward member for the town, said residents were now 
“bearing the brunt of the decision”. 

He said the car park had been largely abandoned 
by drivers with only around 10 cars now using the 
site at any one time. 

“There is still a hope the first 30 minutes or so 
might go back to being free,” he said. 

“But it is looking like the charge is going to stay. 
“Residents in streets around the car park are 
experiencing real difficulties,” he added.

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Fire crew 
rescues 
men in 
a marsh 

TWO MEN had to be 
rescued from a marsh in 
Kidderminster after 
getting stuck up to their 
waists in sub-zero tem¬ 
peratures. 

The men, aged 27 and 
21, were pulled to safety 
by firefighters using rope 
lines after being located 
by the police helicopter 
using a searchlight. 

They were taking a 
short cut home across 
Puxton Marsh at Kidder¬ 
minster at about mid¬ 
night on December 21 
but got into trouble after 
straying from the path. 

One was trapped up 
his waist but another had 
sunk up to his chest in 
the marshland. 

Bearings 

Snow had covered the 
footpath so they lost their 
bearings and ended up 
falling into the marsh, 
said watch commander 
Dave Blinston, of Kidder¬ 
minster Fire Station. 

The man stuck up to 
his waist used his mobile 
to call 999 after strug¬ 
gling for about five 
minutes. 

By the time fire crews 
got there they had been 
trapped for about 30 
minutes. It then took 
another 20 minutes to 
free them. They were suf¬ 
fering from the cold and 
taken to Worcestershire 
Royal Hospital for a 
check-up.

Why the early birds got 
out to feed the Robins 


TIMES may be tough now - but 
little more than 100 years ago 
many Kidderminster children 
needed charitable help just to get a 
good breakfast on Christmas Day. 

Worcestershire County Council has 
revealed a newly catalogued collection 
of records giving an enthralling 
glimpse into how our ancestors gave a 
helping hand to needy children in the 
festive season. 

The documents, currently on display at 
the History Centre on Trinity Street in 
Worcester, make a fascinating array of pho¬ 
tographs, meeting minutes and notebooks 
from the late 19th and early 20th centuries 
that show how members from the charity 
Guild of the Good Shepherd stepped in. 

Cake 

They provided a “Robin Breakfast” to chil¬ 
dren. The meal consisted of beef and ham 
sandwiches, bread and butter, two types of 
cake and a cup of tea. 

Records reveal that on Boxing Day 1892 
more than 650 children went to Kiddermin¬ 
ster Town Hall to receive the breakfast. 

An excerpt from one of the records reveals: 

“Many of them were in rags and had no hats mas morning to get the breakfasts ready and 
or caps. the grateful Robins who arrived to enjoy it.” 

“Many were also in tears due to the Admittance to the breakfast was by ticket,

says: While rejoicing at the 
sight of so many happy faces, 
the members of the Guild were 
only too conscious that the treat 
was only a brief alleviation of the 
poverty and want that form the lot 
of the juvenile guests.” 

Mr Hudson added: “We’re 
delighted to have been passed 
these records; they give such an 
insight into the generosity of our 
ancestors from Kidderminster, but 
also an understanding of the level 
of poverty in Kidderminster and 
indeed the whole of the county.”

Boxing fans were saddened by the 
demise of Harry Carpenter who 
covered some of the biggest fights in 
the sport and who will always be asso¬ 
ciated with Frank Bruno and his 
catchphrase “Know wharramean 
‘arry.” 

Also gone from the sporting arena

olutionised the game. 


It was a bad year for the literary 
world too with the deaths of Dick 
Francis and JD Salinger who will 
forever be associated with the death of 
John Lennon through his book 
Catcher in the Rye. 

From the world of politics the year 
said goodbye to former Labour leader 
Michael Foot and larger than life 
Liberal MP Cyril Smith famous. 

The arena of music had its share of 
losses too with jazz singer Lena 
Horne, soul singer Teddy Pendergrass 
and musician Sir John Dankworth.

Extra police patrols 
as New Year beckons 


POLICE are puting extra patrols 
on the streets as New Year’s Eve 
approaches. 

Additional officers will be around in 
Kidderminster, Stourport and 
Bewdley to keep alcohol-related prob¬ 
lems to a minimum. 

The move is part of Operation Christmas 
Presence, now in its sixth year and which 
covers the whole festive season. 

Extra high visibility patrols have been on 
the streets at key times including December 
23 and Christmas Eve when pubs and clubs 
were at their busiest. Patrols include the 
use of a CCTV van to gather evidence. 

Wyre Forest, and the West Mercia force 
area as a whole, has comparatively low 
crime levels compared with much of the UK. 

However, with large numbers of extra 
people out over the Christmas/New Year 
period, incidents of alcohol-related crime 
can increase. 

Behaviour 

Sergeant Louise Meeson said initial 
offences in the run-up to Christmas had 
been low with the “Arctic conditions” a 
factor. “As we head into the New Year we 
will continue to work hard to keep levels of 
alcohol-related crime and anti-social behav¬ 
iour low,” she added. 

“The aim of Operation Christmas Pres¬ 
ence is to encourage individuals to take per¬ 
sonal responsibility for their actions. 

“People should also be aware of the effect 
their behaviour could have on others and we 
would urge them not to do anything to make 
them wish they could turn back the clock.” 

Police tips for a trouble-free night are: 
Don’t drink too much, look after your 
friends, be alert for drink spiking, don’t 
drink and drive and walk away from 
trouble.

Hospital apologises 
for partial blindness 



A24-YEAR-OLD Hagley woman has been 
left partially blind after Kidderminster 
Hospital failed to refer her for urgent spe¬ 
cialist treatment for four days. 

Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospital, “apologised unre¬ 
servedly” to Claire Holmes, and says that it 
has introduced new procedures. 

Miss Holmes was suf¬ 
fering from an abscess of 
the cornea, a rare but 
recognised risk from 
contact lenses. But a 
Minor Injuries Unit 
nurse said she had a 
small scratch and pre¬ 
scribed eye ointment. 

Miss Holmes later 
sought help from the unit 
on four separate occa¬ 
sions until an ophthal¬ 
mologist referred her to a 
specialist surgeon at 
Birmingham Midland 
Eye Centre. 

Despite this, the infec¬ 
tion caused irreparable 
damage and Miss 
Holmes lost 95 per cent of 
her right eye vision. 

Office worker Miss 
Holmes said: “I now have 
to face the fact that I will 
be partially blind for the 
rest of my life. I cannot 
judge distance well and 
even simple things like

sands of leaflets 
giving personal safety 
advice for the festive 
party season. 

Local policing teams 
across the area were 
involved in Personal 
Safety Week, which ran 
from December 6-10.

She was first exam¬ 
ined, on September 13, 
2008. 

Medical law expert 
Tim Deeming, of Irwin 
Mitchell solicitors, said: 
“Claire was let down 
extremely badly by her 
local hospital. 

“Whilst this condition 
is rare, had proper notice 
been taken of her 
repeated complaints, 
this tragic outcome could 
have been completely 
avoided.” 

John Rostill, Worces¬ 
tershire Acute Hospitals 
NHS Trust chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “We recognise 
that Claire should have 
been referred to an oph¬ 
thalmologist within 24 
hours. Clearly we failed 
to meet this criteria. 

“We apologise unre¬ 
servedly for the upset 
and distress that has 
been caused by the delay 
in Claire’s treatment. 

“Patients with eye 
injuries or conditions are 
now x-rayed on arrival as 
routine and processes are 
in place to transfer, if 
necessary, to a consult¬ 
ant ophthalmologist 24 
hours a day.”

Honour for the crack team which 
tracked down post office killers 

POLICE officers and staff who traced the killers of 
Fairfield post officer worker Craig Hodson Walker 
have received Chief Constable’s Commendations. 

The group of 10 worked on Operation Larch, the 
investigation into the Fairfield post office shootings. 

They were handed their commendations at a 
special event at Force HQ Hindlip Hall, Worcester, 
on Tuesday, December 14 in the presence of Chief 
Constable Paul West and Deputy Chief Constable 
David Shaw. 

The officers included retired Detective Chief 
Inspector Jon Groves, Superintendent Paul 
Williamson, Detective Inspector Jon Marsden, Dc Jo 
Bills, Dc Steph Dyer and investigative support 
officer Sarah Beddoes. 

Also receiving HQ CID Departmental Commenda¬ 
tions for their work on the same investigation were 
Dc Joanne Hembry, scientific and forensic evidence 
liaison officer Bridget Chappuis, victim and witness 
care worker Frances Jones and forensic investigator 
Laura Featon. 

Survived 

Mr Hodson Walker was shot dead at Fairfield 
general stores and post office on January 9, 2009; his 
father Kenneth was also shot but survived. 

More than 250 officers worked on a murder inves¬ 
tigation which covered 46 separate crime scenes, 600 
witnesses and more than 7,000 documents, 4,500 
exhibits and 1,000 forensic exhibits. 

Chief Constable Paul West said: “The investiga¬ 
tion saw exemplary examples of leadership, profes¬ 
sionalism, dedication and commitment.” 

Within four days, four men from Birmingham 
were arrested on suspicion of murder, attempted 
murder and attempted robbery.

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This 500 has a downsized engine but doesn’t turn its back on style or fun, says lain Dooley 

Mini marvel for the masses 


WITH car makers keen 
to reduce emissions and 
save fuel these days, one 
obvious place to start is 
weight reduction. 

And what better way to cut 
unnecessary weight than to 
streamline a car’s engine - 
downsizing is the new black. 

Fiat has long held a reputation 
for engine development, and it’s 
now halved the cylinder count for 
its popular 500. 

Dubbed ‘TwinAir’ the 500’s 0.9- 
litre, twin-cylinder petrol unit 
offers significant savings over a 
larger four-pot motor in terms of 
economy, emissions and, unsur¬ 
prisingly, weight. Fiat says this 
engine will be the first of many 
aiming to reduce emissions levels 
to new lows well in advance of any 
country-specific legislation. 

Upshot 

The upshot for the consumer is 
a 500 with more character. When 
it first appeared some observers 
were disappointed by its lack of a 
technological highlight. The car 
was a faithful, if larger, reproduc¬ 
tion of a classic but there were no 
ground-breaking features. 

That’s changed with the arrival 
of Fiat’s TwinAir engine, and it’s 
difficult to think of a more appro¬ 
priate home for this remarkable 
little motor.

Borrowing Fiat’s recent Multiair 
development - where airflow into the 
engine is managed electronically 
cylinder by cylinder through the 
unit’s inlet valves, not the throttle — 
this two-cylinder engine is the 
product of a clean-sheet design, a new 
type of turbocharger and a few 
hundred million Euros. 

In reality Fiat’s achievement is 


worthy of significant praise. In 85 
horsepower trim - 105bhp turbo and 
65bhp non turbo variants are sched¬ 
uled to follow — you get the power, 
accelerative punch and cruising 
ability of a traditional small capacity 
four-cylinder petrol car but with the 
economy and, crucially emissions of 
something much smaller. How does 
68.9mpg and 95g/km C02 sound? 


Granted, the 500 is hardly a big car, 
but that’s a 15 per cent C02 reduction 
over a regular 1.2-litre petrol 500. If 
you opt for Fiat’s ‘Dualogic’ semi-auto 
gearbox, the numbers are better still, 
at 70.6mpg and 92g/km respectively. 

It only takes a minute to realise 
how much this particular 500 could 
save you in fuel and tax over the 
course of a few years. That’s only part 


of the ownership experience, however. 
Turn the key and you enter a new 
world of two-cylinder fun. Save for a 
few hardy souls who have grappled 
with Citroen’s 2CV, most people will 
have no prior experience of two-cylin¬ 
der engines. 

Unlike the iconic tin snail, Fiat’s 
500 TwinAir couldn’t be further from 
the wheezy, underpowered two-pot 


stereotype if it tried. Fiat’s engineers 
have done an excellent job of isolating 
the traditional characteristics of such 
an engine — noise, vibration and 
harshness - and it proves a charming 
companion. You immediately warm 
to its slightly offbeat angry bumble 
bee note. 

Such a signature tune is perfectly 
in keeping with the 500’s visual 
charm and will have you grinning 
like a child with a chocolate bar to 
itself. And boy is that engine note 
addictive. The unit’s smooth power 
delivery and ample torque ensure 
that you’re never left stranded. 

Sprightly 

A predictably sprightly performer 
around town, the 500 TwinAir is 
equally at home away from the city 
limits. The car’s sensibly spaced gear 
ratios do much to enhance engine 
flexibility, while, overtaking requires 
less planning than you might 
imagine and maintaining motorway 
speed is easier than you think. 

Since its launch the 500 has sold 
well, but was in need of something 
special to lift it above its rivals. With 
its clever TwinAir engine, Fiat has 
set a new benchmark for engine tech¬ 
nology. 

With equipment levels mirroring 
that of the regular four-cylinder 
model line-up and positioned price- 
wise a step above the entry-level 500, 
the TwinAir variant is not about sac¬ 
rificing creature comforts in the 
pursuit of saving fuel and money.

Electric motoring turns over 
a new Leaf to save money 



The new Nissan Leaf electric car should not lose its value quicker than conventional rivals, say experts 


INDEPENDENT experts have pre¬ 
dicted that the new European Car of 
the Year, the Nissan Leaf, will retain a 
substantial 47 per cent of its on road 
price after three years and 30,000 
miles — better than hybrid and diesel 
engined rivals. 

This has resulted in the cost of owner¬ 
ship falling even further, with low depreci¬ 
ation adding to the savings made from 
using cheaper, cleaner electricity as a fuel. 

Charging the Nissan Leaf’s batteries 
costs around £2 and the car has a range of 
more than 100 miles according to official 
figures. 

In addition, electric vehicle drivers do 
not have to pay for a tax disc, are exempt 
from the London congestion charge and 


can park for free in some cities. Company 
car drivers can save even more, as the 
Nissan Leaf does not attract any Benefit in 
Kind liability, potentially saving thou¬ 
sands every year in tax. 

For example, a company car driver 
paying 40 per cent tax and swapping a 
Vauxhall Astra 2.0 CDTi SE auto for a 
Nissan Leaf will find an extra £301.53 in 
their pay packet every month, which is like 
being given a rise of almost £5,000 a year. 

Hybrid 

To make electric motoring affordable for 
private buyers the Nissan LEAF is now 
available on a Personal Contract Purchase 
(PCP) scheme, with the residual value 
being underwritten by Nissan. It means 
buyers can be an ‘electric vehicle pioneer’ 


and pay the same in monthly finance as a 
conventional hybrid or diesel car — but still 
make massive savings on running costs. 

With a deposit of £3,850 for example, the 
Nissan Leaf can be had for just £397.17 per 
month. After three years the car can be 
handed back, refinanced or the customer 
can buy another Nissan. 

Paul Willcox, managing director of 
Nissan Motor GB said: “Buyers can be con¬ 
fident that the LEAF will not lose value 
any faster than a conventional rival, 
thanks to the verdict of independent indus¬ 
try experts. Nissan is happy to show its 
confidence too and underwrite the future 
value using a PCP scheme. 

“This will help drivers get behind the 
wheel of the new European Car of the Year 
2011 .”

Talks on 
deal for 
Harriers 
stalled 

BUSINESSMAN Chris 
Swan has refused to rule 
out fresh talks over a 
financial rescue package 
for Kidderminster Harri¬ 
ers. 

But the Warwickshire - 
based entrepreneur 
admitted that discus¬ 
sions were deadlocked 
over a possible takeover 
at Aggborough. 

The Blue Square 
Premier outfit was 
looking to raise £150,000 
quickly to meet wage and 
tax commitments and 
avoid the threat of 
administration. 

The current directors 
met Swan - the man 
behind property business 
Cobalt Developments — 
but issued a statement 
announcing he had 
decided to withdraw 
from the proposed 
takeover. 

And Swan said: “It’s 
gone as far as I am con¬ 
cerned and I am not sure 
it can be picked up. 

“I am keeping my eyes 
open and will see what 
happens, but it’s difficult 
to know what is going on 
there at the moment. 

Table 

“You never say never, 
but the door is not open 
at the moment. 

“However, if certain 
stumbling blocks can be 
resolved, we could get 
around the table again.” 

Director Keith Chan¬ 
dler, in an open letter on 
the club’s website, set out 
a review of the discus¬ 
sions held with Swan. 

In it he said that Swan 
had hoped to obtain 100 
per cent of the club’s 
shares but that it was 
believed some of those 
who held only a few 
shares may have died, 
with the whereabouts of 
the shares unknown.
